The Park Family Avenged—-A Short Shrifi 
and a Strong Cord—The Nezroes Hung 
by a Mob -They Make a Full Confes- 

| sion. 
| Lovisvitir, NovemBrr 17,.—Squire 
|Taylor, Charles Davis and George 
Johyson, the negroes charged with the 
murder of the Park family, were ta- 
ken out of the jail at Charlestown, Ind., 
about two o'clock this morning, by a 
mob of about forty masked 
jand disguised, thirty-three of whom 
entered the jail, and tho rest stood 
guard in the streets. The negroes 
were hung in the woods, about two 
miles from town. 

When they found Taylor he had 
|} been stripped naked and burned in a 
|number of places with brands from a 
fire the mob had kindled, probably 
with the intention, as expressed by 
ithem of roasting them alive. It is 
strongly intimated that the negroes 
made a confession before their death: 
Taylorand Johnson were hung on the 
same treo. Davis on another tree, 
}some hundred feet distant. 

The mob was made up of citizens 
from the vicinity of Henryville, Otis- 
co, and Charlestown. <A C 
ner’s inquest held to-day rendered a 
verdict that the deceased came to
